On© report covers 
the investigation of the accounts of the trust 
fund for the security of performance ot canal 
contracts. These were found all correct.— 
The other report covers the investigation of 
the free school fund accounts. These were 
also found accurate, but there was fouud 
much looseness or neglect in keeping ac 
counts posted and they were greatly behind 
A uunt, Oct. 31.—The expert, Mr. Warren 
in his report to Gov. Dix concerning the canal 
fund, says: “ In my judgment the original ac­ 
counts and certificates of the cashiors of the 
deposit bank3 should be transmitted by them 
to the Treasurer. Duplicates of the same 
should also be sent to the Auditor at the date 
fixed for the general exhibit of the condition of 
tho Treasury, October 16th.” The returns 
from a vary large number of deposit banks in 
the interior had not been received, conse­ 
quently the balance of August 31st, less the 
checks paid since that date, were used in the 
statement. Mr. Warren recoinnieuds that 
pass books of the canal deposit banks be 
kept In the office of the Treasurer, who Is 
the proper custodian thereof, Instead of in the 
Auditor’s office, as now.

Thursday of woek before last, two men, 
Heury Simpsou and anothor, wore out huut-. 
ing In tbo woods back of Mr. Avery’s place, 
near Millville Depot, Pike county. Among 
the trunks of some fallen trees they discovered 
tho skeleton of a man. 
Apjiearances indicat­ 
ed that it liad not lnjn there many months. 
Tbe flash was entirely gone; the teeth were 
in good condition. 
- 
No means were fouud whereby auy clue as 
to the identity of the man could be obtained, 
or as to the manner of bis death. It is not 
recalled that any one has been missed In that 
neighborhood very recently, and the aflalr is a 
double mystery. 
Since the above, the remains have been Iden­ 
tified as those of Patrick Brannen, a resident 
of Rondout. 
Mr. Branneu was formerly a 
boatman on the Delaware A Hudson Caual. 
About three years ago he left the canal him­ 
self, but kept two boats rurming. He went 
into the mercantile business in the above city. 
In November, 1871, lie left borne to come up 
the canal to see about getting bis bo&u back,' 
the season drawing near its close. The last 
seen of him, he left Rowland’s, where one of 
his boats was, to come further up tho canal 
for the other one. He was never hoard of 
after that, although every effort was made to 
fiad a trace of him. Sometime afterward a 
man named Ed. Stldd.an employee of tho Erie 
shops at.Port Jervis, while going through the 
woods above Rowlaud’s, found portions of a 
man’s clothing and a pair of boots. 
The 
clothing was placed in charge of Mr. J. L. 
Pelton. Wheu the skeleton was found, it was 
believed by some to be that of the missing 
man. 
Word was accordingly sent to his fam­ 
ily in Rondout. 
Mrs. Brannen and a son 
came to Rowlands, aud, before they had seen 
tho remains the former stated that her hus­ 
band had lost one front tooth, and anothor 
one wa3 “plugged,’’ which peculiarities had 
been noticed in tho skeleton. Mrs. Brannen 
also was able to identify some of the clothing 
found by Mr. Stidd, she having made the gar­ 
ments herself. There being no doubt that 
the remains were those of Brannen they were 
given up to his widow and son, and were taken 
to Rondout Tor burial. 
The cause of Mr. Brannon’s death is of 
conr sea mystery. 
When he disappeared he 
must have had considerable money on his per­ 
son, as he bad been making collections.— 
The fact that his skull was fouud to be crush­ 
ed in two.places would seem to indicate that 
he was foully dealt with.— Uonesdale Herald.

T ru th S tra n g er th a n F ictio n —A Scrap 
of A thens H istory. 
Near the south end of what is now called 
Washington street, in tbe village of Athens, 
and directly in frout of Capt. Elisha B. lluvi- 
land’s dwelling house, was formerly,situated 
the Manor House of Myn Heer J*hn M. Van 
Loon, the original proprietor of tbe Van Loon 
Manor, which extended some three miles north 
and south along the Hudson River, and west 
some ten or twelve miles along the Hudson 
River, and west some ten or twelve miles to 
what was cailed “Slake Oak Creek.” Tho 
said Manor House was a most imposing struc­ 
ture and was built of stone, ami was the resort 
of the nobility aud the gentry who traveled 
from New York to Albany, and from Albany 
to New York; aud also, of the officers of the 
army, as Mr. Van Loon was of the army and 
bore a Lieutenant's commission under the 
hand and seal of George Rex, the 2d. 
Early 
in the present century Myn Heer Van Loon 
having built the splendid mansion now owned 
and occupied by W'oodbridge King, Gent., he 
proposed to sell the old stone house at the 
river which I have'described above. 
Well, in 
accordance with a notice giveu, a would-be 
purchaser put in au appearance aud agreed 
to purchase the property and to pay for it in 
certain, installments of three, six, niue and 
twelve months from the payment of $100,COO 
and the delivery of the deed. 
Accordingly a 
conveyance was employed to prepare the deed 
for execution as speedily as iwssible. 
In the 
meantime Mr. Van Loou and bis would-be 
purchaser went out to look over the laud 
again, and afler viewing tho western part 
thereof they approached the river just as the 
conveyancer mads his appearance with the 
deed in his hand all ready to be executed. 
“Stop,” said the ostensible buyer, “before 
we go in to execute and deliver the deed and 
to pay and receive the money, Ac., I want to 
see how deep the water Í3 here." 
So saying, he waded into the river until the 
water came almost over the tops of his boots, 
which were very high and fine ones, orna­ 
mented with silver cord and tassels. When 
Mr. Van Loon saw Mr. Buyer wade about in 
the water iu those fine boots he snatched the 
unexecuted deed from the hand of the writer 
ami tore It into atoms, at the samo time tollio 
Mr. Wader: 
“You ean’t have my farm, for you do not 
mean to pay for It, or else you would uot walk 
about in the water with such a costly pair of 
boots on.” 
A few days after that occurrence Major 
General 
Samuel Haight called upon Mr. 
Yaa Loou and bought and paid for the land 
and no mistake, aud thereon he caused to be 
built tbe palatial dwelling which is now the 
residence of D. W. Gantley, Esq., aud with 
the old stone house he filled in a great part of 
the wharf now known as the Dry Dock of 
Messrs. Van Loon A Co. 
This veritable history was communicated to 
me by Lady Jane Haight, the widow of Gen. 
Haight aforesaid.—Correspondence of Hud­ 
son Register.
